Request for Continued Examination 

The request filed on 5/14/2003 for a Request Continued for Continued 
Examination (RCE) under 37 CFR 1.114 based on parent Application No. 09/657,985 is 
acceptable and a RCE has been established. An action on the RCE follows. 

Double Patenting 

The rejection of claims 1-10 under the judicially created doctrine of double 
patenting over claims 1 , 1 1 , 12 and 29 of U. S. Patent No. 6,132.823, is maintained for 
the reasons set forth in the action mailed 9/1 1/2002. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

The rejection of claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by US 
4857675 (Marancik et al.) or US Dowie (US 5450266) is withdrawn in view of the 
applicant's amendment and arguments filed 5/14/2003. 

Claims 1 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Dickenson et al. (5,542,471). 

Dickenson teaches a heat transfer element comprising a highly conductive 
thermal fiber on a substrate (col. 8, lines 52-59 and col. 4, lines 5-18). 

The reference is anticipatory.
